Future  Peace  Rests  Upon  Nations’ 
Acceptance  of  International 
Responsibility,  Dr.  Hambro  Avers 

Lecturing  on  the  subject  “How  to  attain  the  peace,”  Dr. 
Carl  J.  Hambro,  former  president  of  the  League  of  Nations 
assembly,  told  a large  Provo  audience  Wednesday  night  that 
the  building  of  the  future  peace  depends  in  a large  measure 
upon  the  willingness  of  men  and  nations  to  accept  what  he 
termed  their  “international  responsibility.” 

Discussing  the  problems  of  peace*' 
which  we  must  wrestle  with  during 
the  remainder  of  the  war.  the  em- 
inent Norwegian  statesman  de- 
bunked popular  "blueprints  for 
peace”  that  are  constructed  by 
“brilliant  cardplayers,”  politicians, 
and  novices,  and  not  by  men  train- 
ed in  statecraft.  He  inferred  that 
many  of  the  problems  of  peace 
are  deeply  rooted  in  national  cul- 
tures and  attitudes,  and  that  tnc 
process  of  educating  thinking  citi- 
zenry along  international  instead  of 
biased,  nationalistic  lines  would  be 
a great  step  toward  understanding 
and  the  promotion  of  justice. 

The  teaching  of  history,  he  point- 
ed out,  is  a responsibility.  Too 
often  attitudes  hostile  to  interna- 
tional understanding  are  promoted 
simply  by  such  seemingly  innocu- 
ous means. 

Dr.  Hambro  discussed  condi- 
tions e isting  in  Europe  today.  He 
said  that  disease  was  rampant 
among  people  in  occupied  terri- 
tories. During  a question  period 
that  followed  the  regular  lecture, 

he  stated  that  in  his  own  country,  ]iave  to  be  shouldered  by  a few 
Norway,  some  underground  resis-  big  nations,  he  declared.

Arrau  Impresses 
Provonians 

Claudio  Arrau’s  concert  last 
Thursday  evening  in  the  tabernacle 
made  a great  impression  on  Provo 
music  lovers.  With  his  splendid 
technical  equipment  and  keen 
musical  perception  he  was  able  to 
penetrate  immediately  to  the  es- 
sentials of  the  music  he  was  play- 
ing. The  Mozart  and  Beethoven 
numbers  were  especially  well  re- 
ceived. 

This  was  Mr.  Arrau’s  first  ap- 
pearance in  Provo,  but  he  has  al- 
ready gained  an  enviable  reputa- 
tion elsewhere  throughout  the 
country  in  the  three  seasons  since 
his  New  York  debut  in  1941. 
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Rumors  Still  Fly 
Thick  on 
ASTP  Situation 


Rumors,  the  bane  of  the  armed 
forces,  hit  the  BYU  campus  strong- 
er than  ever  this  week  with  re- 
ports of  dissolution  of  various  AST 
units  throughout  the  country. 

However,  despite  all  rumors  and 
reports,  cadets  in  BYU’S  ASTU 
3959  are  now  finishing  the  sixth 
week  of  their  third  term  at  the  Y 
and  are  scheduled  to  receive  col- 
lege credit  for  all  work  they  have 
completed  in  the  basic  engineering 
phase  of  ASTP. 

The  fear  of  complete  closure  of 
a BYU  unit  as  well  as  others 
throughout  the  nation  was  some- 
what allayed  as  a new  phase  of 
the  AST  Program  came  into  be- 
ing this  month  when  17-yea'r  old 
reservists  began  arriving  at  some 
colleges  to  replace  those  soldiers 
who  were  sent  out  to  units  which 
are  reputed  to  be  being  activated 
for  overseas  duty.  Colorado  State 
college  has  received  such  students 
and  the  University  of  Wyoming 
stated  through  the  Branding  Iron,, 
college  publication,  that  a ship- 
ment of  17-year  olds  was  expected! 
in  the  near  future. 

Regarding  the  eventual  destina- 
tion of  the  men  leaving  this  unit. 
Major  Charles  E.  Powell,  Unit 
Commandant,  stated  yesterday,  “In 
my  opinion,  there  is  considerable 
officer  material  in  this  unit  and 
while  it  may  be  true  that  the  train- 
ing of  these  men  will  be  discon- 
tinued in  its  present  phase,  these 
cadets  are  earmarked  for  further 
training  in  the  near  future  regard- 
less of  any  rumors  or  actual 
changes  which  may  be  ordered.” 

Major  Powell  also  remarked 
about  the  rumors  that  are  flying 
about  Provo:  “There  has  been  no 
foundation  for  any  of  the  talk 
heard  on  the  campus  up  to  the  pre- 
sent time,  other  than  the  message 
from  the  Secretary  of  War  which 
was  published  in  the  Y NEWS 
February  24."  That  information 
was  in  regard  to  the  eventual 
closure  of  basic  training  schools 
and  has  been  one  of  the  main 
causes  of  the  flood  of  rumors  which 
has  washed  into  Provo  Canyon. 

Any  information  of  interest  re- 
garding the  unit  will  be  issued  as 
soon  as  it  is  possible  and  prac- 
tical, the  Commandant  said  yester- 
day.' 
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To  the  Unsung  . . . 

Ranking  high  among  numerous  other 
campus  unsung  heroes  are  the  students  who

The  student  assemblies  have  long  been 
an  integral  part  of  campus  life  at  BYU.  Look- 
ing back,  we  recall  our  utter  amazement 
when  we  saw  our  first  BYU  assembly.  We 
remember  last  year’s  huge  programs  which 
usually  featured  either  a mammoth  burlesque 
skit,  a fifty-voice  chorus,  or  both.  In  most 
instances,  it  is  impossible  to  porduce  such 
assemblies  this 'year. 

Nostalgia,  however,  does  not  prevent  us 
from  recognizing  the  splendid  efforts  of  the 
students  behind  this  year’s  assemblies  and 
the  results  of  their  efforts. 

It  is  safe  to  say,  we  believe,  that  not 
more  than  10%  of  the  student  body  ever  par- 
ticipate in  student  assemblies.  The  percent- 
age may  be  a little  higher,  but  at  any  rate  it 
is  small.  This, . of  course,  is  the  fault  of 
no  one  except  the  90%. 

The  people  who  plan,  rehearse,  and  direct 
the  student  assemblies  deserve  a great  deal 
of  praise  for  their  efforts.  Due  to  their  ef- 
forts. the  problem  of  attendance  at  student 
assemblies  is  practically  nonexistent. 

We  will  agree  that  we  have  not  seen  the 
near-colossal  programs  that  were  presented 
at  the  Y last  year,  but  the  programs  that 
have  been  presented  have  been  the  result 
of  many  hours  of  hard,  conscientious  work. 

We  salute  the  “behind-the-scenes”  stu- 
dents who  produce  the  BYU  student  as- 
semblies.
